The annual meeting of the Cheshire County Convention 
was held at the County Farm on Saturday, March 15, 1958. The 
meeting was called to order by Chairman Smith at One thirty- 
five P. M. with the following members present: Washburn, 
Clark, Smith, Gordon, Haley, Terrill, Winch, McCullough, 
Bennett, Brown, Codding, Farr, Pickett, Oliver, Tolman, Ost- 
lund, Yardley, Eaton, Swett, Bouvier, Kershaw, Ballam, Gallo- 
way, Terry, Ingham, Thompson. Also present were two County 
Commissioners, Pierce and Boynton; and a reporter from the 
Sentinel. 

The following resolution was read and unanimously passed. 


RESOLUTION 
Whereas, we have learned with sorrow of the passing of 
Charles R. Thomas, former Representative and elected as a 
Delegate to the present Cheshire County Convention from Dub- 
lin, and 

Whereas, Mr. Thomas had also served as a selectman, town 
clerk, library trustee and member of the School Board for his 
town, therefore be it 

Resolved, that we the members of the Convention pay trib- 
ute to our former associate for his services to his town, county 
and state and express our deep sympathy to the family in its 
bereavement, and be it further 

Resolved, that when the Convention adjourns today it be 
in memory of former Representative Thomas and that the Clerk 
be instructed to transmit a copy of these resolutions to the 
family. 

The Convention stood in silent prayer for two minutes in 
memory of Mr. Post and Mr. Thomas. 

The Chairman appointed Mrs. Gordon to act as Clerk pro 
tempore. 

Mr. Kershaw moved that the Convention go into executive 
session unless there were questions to be asked of the Commis- 
sioners. 

Mr. McCullough asked for an explanation of the $7,000.00 
reduction in income from the County Farm. Mr. MecGirr ex- 
plained that it is not all income received from sale of farm 
produce but income received from old age benefits and Social 
Security paid by patients. In bad times they are apt to receive 
less income from paying patients. Rates had also been increased 
this year. 

Mr. Terry spoke in praise of the renovations made at the 
Farm. In answer to his question he was told that unless some 
item was more expensive than anticipated the work could be 
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completed within the $150,000.00 limit. There is $36,000 or 
$37,000 left at this time. 

Mr. Haley, McCullough, Terry, Bouvier spoke in praise 
of the work that has been done and agreed that the outside of 
the building should be cleaned in some manner to match the 
inside. Steam cleaning could be done for around $10 or $15,- 
000.00. 

Mr. Pierce was asked if there would be any change in the 
fire insurance rates and replied that there had been no change 
in the sprinkler system so there would be no change in rate. As 
yet the renovations have not been approved by the State Board 
of Health but they had approved the plans. Mr. Terry said 
there was a promise of a rate reduction in Westmoreland and 
was told it should reduce the rate of the residence at the Farm. 

On motion of Mr. Kershaw the Convention went into ex- 
ecutive session. 

Mr. Pickett moved and motion seconded for a rising vote 
of thanks to Mr. and Mrs. McGirr for their hospitality and mo- 
tion unanimously passed. 

Chairman Smith reported that he had collected enough 
money to send flowers in memory of Mr. Post and Mr. Thomas. 

The budget was discussed and voted item by item. Its 
final form is as follows:

County Solicitor Arthur Olson Jr. was asked to tell about 


his trips and the reasons for them. He explained that the or- 
ganization is quite new and was known as the National Asso- 
ciation of County Solicitors and Prosecutors. Their aim was 
“Organized law to fight organized crime’. They have two 
meetings a year. He attended meetings in Houston and Las 
Vegas and paid some of the cost himself. This summer the 
meeting will be in Atlantic City. He has been made a member 
of the Executive Committee and chairman of another com- 
mittee. Personally knowing prosecutors expedites return of 
prisoners and costs a lot less thru close cooperation with them. 
Feels he has been able to save the County quite a lot of money 
through the contacts he has made. State Attorney Generals are 
members ex-officio. 

The report of the committee on photostat machines was 
read. No action was taken on this report. The committee con- 
sists of Anne B. Gordon, Chairman, Frank J. Bennett, Joseph 
Kershaw, John N. Clark, Alexander P, Thompson. Chairman 
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Smith read a letter from Grafton County Registry of Deeds 
and another letter from the Cheshire County Bar Association, 
both favoring the purchase of a photostat machine. The Coun- 
ty Convention voted not to purchase a photostat machine at 
this time. On a division vote 16 were against the purchase of a 
photostat machine and 5 in favor of its purchase. ; 


Mr. Terry moved and motions seconded, this Convention 
appropriate $20,000.00 from the surplus funds in the Bonds 
account to be used to retire the bonds which mature during 
1958. He read a letter from the State Tax Commission in sup- 
port of his motion. After considerable discussion on a division 
vote, 6 voted in favor of the motion and 16 against. 

The motion was made and seconded that we recommend to 
the next County Convention that they appoint a committee to 
study this bond question. The motion was passed. 

The motion was made and seconded that we adopt the 
budget as amended. Motion passed. 


Mr. Ingham moved and motion seconded that the Conven- 
tion authorize the Chairman to appoint a committee of three 
members, with the Chairman and Clerk as members ex-officio, 
whose duty it shall be to study financial reports of the County 
and make recommendations to the Commissioners of desirable 
or expedient changes in the form or style of the reports, these 
changes to be with the advice and approval of the State Tax 
Commission. After a short discussion the motion was passed. 

Mr. Ballam moved and the motion was seconded that the 
Commissioners be directed to furnish each member of the Con- 
vention a quarterly Financial Report promptly at the close of 
each Quarter. After a short discussion the motion was passed. 

Chairman Smith appointed as a committee to study the 
County financial reports Mr. Ballam chairman. Mrs. Gordon 
and Mr. Codding. 


Mr. Thompson moved and motions seconded that we in- 
erease the $150,000.00 building fund by 10 percent to be used to 
clean the outside of the buildings. The motion was passed. 


Mr. Ballam moved and motion seconded that the delegation 
give a rising vote of thanks to the building committee and the 
superintendent for their fine work on the renovations of the 
buildings. Unanimously passed.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the citizens of Cheshire County: 


In keeping with the statutes of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners present their annual report for the 
vear of 1958. 


In the early part of the year, open house was held at the 
County Home so that the general public would have an oppor- 
tunity to inspect the Infirmary. Over 200 people visited the 
Home for the purpose of inspection and about everyone praised 
the improvements that have been accomplished. 


A new station wagon was purchased as it has been custom- 
ary to get a new vehicle of each kind about every three or four 
years. Seven pure bred Holstein cows and a bull were pur- 
chased from Lorrie Churchill, in an effort to improve the herd. 
The saw mill was moved to a more desirable location and placed 
on a more permanent foundation. 


The yard in the rear of the Infirmary has been graded and 
surfaced with asphalt hot top application which is a great im- 
provement. The brick buildings have been steam cleaned and 
due to that, now have greatly improved the outside appearance. 


On October 17th and 18th the Annual meeting of the State 
Association of County Commissioners was held at the County 
Home and all present with whom we talked, expressed their 
opinion that the improvements were outstanding and the loca- 
tion of the institution was ideal. 


The big kitchen is now being renovated and modernized 
with all stainless steel equipment which we expect will be a 
wonderful improvement from the standpoint of sanitation as 
well as a labor saving factor, and will meet with specific re- 
quirements of the State Board of Health. After this project is 
accomplished we hope everyone will take time to personally 
inspect this needed improvement. 


Due to the recession and unemployment, increased calls for 
welfare were made to the Commissioners’ Office with the result 
that the cost of relief is double that given in 1957. Surplus 
foods in addition, were distributed through the year to County 
cases. 


About forty persons were on the Old Age Assistance list 
during 1958. Because of increased rate of board of children in 
foster homes late in 1957, and increased cost this year at some 
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institutions, the total expense for board and care of children 
was larger than in former years. 


The cooperation and help of all County employees has been 
very much appreciated.

CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 
The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court 
of Cheshire County were examined. Court receipts were 
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checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be prop- 
erly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported 
by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a 
Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt forms. 
All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were properly ac- 
counted for by the Superintendent through remittances to the 
County Treasurer. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1956 and 1957 are presented 
in Exhibits I and U, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Capital Reserve Fund 

Jt is noted that in the County Budgets for each of the 
years 1956 and 1957, there was included an estimated item titled 
“Capital Reserve Fund”. In the 1956 Budget the amount of 
this item was $19,593.16 and in 1957 $19,600.00. The inclusion 
of the Capital Reserve Fund as estimated revenue in the Bud- 
vets for these years was in accordance with the votes of the 
County Delegation as follows: 


1956 


“That the delegation vote to withdraw from capital reserve 
the total amount of capital and interest and apply it towards 
paying bonds and interest due in 1956... ” 


1957 


“Tt was voted that the sum of approximately $19,000.00 
set aside for County Farm buildings be retired from capital 
reserve to help pay the bond issue in the ensuing year.” 


Reference to the Statements of Estimated and Actual Rev- 
enue for 1956 and 1957 (Exhibits D and O) indicates that no 
withdrawal was made from the Capital Reserve Fund in either 
of these years. This account for the substantial amount of the 


net revenue deficit of $9,563.47 in 1956 and $7,418.62 in 1957.

We hereby submit our annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1958 for the Cheshire County Home and Infirm- 
ary. 

First, may we digress for a moment to say we are sorry to 
have Mr. Park leave. We certainly shall miss him. It has been 
a great pleasure to work with him. Also at this time may we 
say Welcome to Mr. Barker, our new Commissioner. 

This past year we finished painting the outside of the cot- 
tages as well as the second coat on the cow barn. 

This past spring high water flooded our low lands deposit- 
ing about four inches of silt and forced us to plow this silt un- 
der and plant corn, which normally we would have used as hay 
land. 

This past year we had the exterior of our brick buildings 

steam cleaned and weather-proofed . It certainly is most grati- 
fying to see the results, and we are very grateful to the Dele- 
gation. 
The cellar wall on the south side of the cottage opposite 
the cow barn had to be rebuilt, also the road lowered to pro- 
mote proper drainage away from the house. While in the cow 
barn the tread upon which the cows stand was lengthened, 
which will do a great deal to reduce animal injury while in 
tie up. 

Perhaps the greatest advancement has been made with our 
cattle this past year. Whereas we entered the year with twenty 
registered animals, we close the year with forty-five regis- 
tered cattle, bringing us that much nearer our goal of one 
hundred percent registered. 

While our garden furnished us with adequate fresh vege- 
tables, it also enabled us to increase our frozen ones for winter 
use. 

At this time we wish to thank the clergy of all faiths and 
Dr. O‘Connor for their splendid care of both our spiritual and 
physical well being and also the organizations for their kind 
rememberances over the Christmas Holidays. 

To the personnel in the County Office at the Court House, 
thank you for your cooperation. 

To Sheriff Walker and his department for his splendid 
assistance, our most sincere thanks. 

To the personnel of the Home we say thank you for your 
cooperation. Also we thank you, the Commissioners. It is a 
continued pleasure to work with you.

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FIRE MUTUAL AID SYSTEM 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners and the Vot- 
ers of Cheshire County. 


The Southwestern N. H. Fire Mutual Aid System consists 
of Forty Fire Departments, including all the Departments in 
Cheshire County. Its purpose is to provide more efficient and 
better cooperation between the various member fire departments 
in the protection of life and property. The departments r- 
spond to assist at fires, or to cover emptied stations on a no 
charge, reciprocal basis. All requests for assistance and/or 
cover duty are directed to the dispatcher located at the Mutual 
Aid Control center, Keene Fire Headquarters. It is here that 
complete inventories of all Departments are kept, also listing 
of all running assignments for quick and efficient deployment 
of equipment. Chief Walter Messer and the permanent firemen 
of the Keene Dept. assume the responsibility of the dispatching 
and operation of the system. We would like to express our 
thanks for the fine job being done by these men. 

The County of Cheshire and the Federal Civil Defense 
Administration appropriated funds in 1956 for the purchase 
of Base Station Radio equipment to further the efficiency of 
the Mutual Aid System. The Base Station and Tower were 
installed in a building built by volunteers on Hyland Hill. The 
Sheriffs Station has also been moved to this building. A re- 
peater station has been installed in a building and Tower on 
Mt. Pack Monadnock, its use donated by Major Erland Goyette 
of Peterboro. Towns equipment in Trucks, cars and walkie- 
talkie sets now consists of 114 units; approximate value of this 
radio network is $75,000. 

During the period this network has been in operation the 
dispatch center has received radio notification of 576 fires, 84 
of these requested assistance. Search for a lost boy in Troy 
and a lost hunter in Hinsdale were also handled by the radio 
net. The Base Station on the State Forest Fire network is 
presently being installed at Hyland Hill, mobile equipment has 
been installed by the State in the State Forest Fire District 
Chief’s car on the Mutual Aid Frequency. 

We wish to thank the Commissioners and their staff for 
their fine cooperation and assistance.
